You are wanted to give your very best to meet another challenge to the health 
and welfare of the people of the State of Illinois. You will be needed to give 
every assistance possible in the fight against the practice of illegal dentistry and 
the dangers of sublevel dentistry. You will be notified individually by the Illinois 
State Dental Society, if you are a legislative contact man, and be given instruc- 
tions as to how to proceed. If you are not a contact man, PLEASE do not pester 
your State Representative or Senator personally or on the telephone, but do 
write him a letter to let him know your stand. Before you do this, gather all the 
information possible on the matters under consideration. There is nothing more 
effective than an informed, active dental profession. So determine NOW that 
you will learn all the facts before you write. You and your way of practice are 
due for a rude awakening if the recent recommendations of the Medical Practice 
Act Commission come to pass. 

Every two years between the opening of the General Assembly and its 
adjournment, for as long as the writer can remember, there has been a clarion 
call to do battle for the health and welfare of the people of Illinois. For the past 
twelve or fourteen years it has been the illegal practice of dentistry by the 
so-called denturists that has been the source of concern. Each legislative year for 
the past twelve years has had bills introduced designed to permit untrained and 
unqualified persons to practice dentistry. In this respect 1961 is no different, for 
we are again called on to protect the health of our people and to maintain the 
high standards of dental practice. 

On April 28th, the Illinois Medical Practice Act Commission, which deals 
with the legislative matters governing the practice of the healing arts professions, 
met and considered the report of its sub-Committee which conducted hearings 
at the request of the Illinois Society of Oral Prosthetists, Inc. (Denturists). The 
report of that sub-Committee made substantially the following recommendations 
to the whole committee (now quoting from the letter of May 1, 1961, from the 
Joint Commission on Legislation and Law Enforcement) : 


1. The sub-Committee recommended that two of our bills not be approved. 
These two bills had to do with mandatory jail sentence for second and subse- 
quent convictions . . . and an assessment of injunction suit costs to the loser 
in an injunction case. 

2. The several technical amendments proposed by the Illinois State Dental 
Society were approved. 

3. The sub-Committee recommended that Oral Prosthetists be permitted 
(licensed) to contract directly with members of the public, make repairs, 
construct full and partial dentures provided a dentist took the impression 
and did the final fitting and delivery. 

| The sub-Committee further felt that there is no relationship between public 
health and the contractual services of dental technicians. 
The sub-Committee recommended that 7 years of experience as an illegal 
dental technician would qualify said technician for registration (licensure) 
without benefit of an examination. 
The sub-Committee recommended these Prosthetist items only in a general 
way and for any bills to be drafted there would be considerable latitude in 
regard to details.
